The second edition of the Daily Tele- 
graph publishes a special despateh from 
Shanghai, which says: 

“The allies entered Pekin tnopposed, 
and met with a friendly reception from 
Prince Ching. All hostile 
raped trom the city. 
jeft for Shen Sion the dith, 
Manchus. The Kansn troops have gone 
southwest, with the object of drawing 
off the allies and preventing them from 
following the court.” 

A Yokohama message to the Mail says 
that Li Hung Chang sent the govern- 
ment appeal to Marquis Ito, asking him 
to use his intluence with the powers 
The Marquis replied expressing sym pa- 
thy, but stating that interference was 
impossible at present. 

Gen. Yamaguchi wires from Pekin as 
follows 

“The allies arrived at Pekin early yes- 
tetday, opening with artillery the eastern 
side of the walls, which were obstinately 
held by the enemy. The Japs and the 
Russians were on the north of the Tung 
Chow eanal. The Americans and the 
British were on the south side. Atnight 
fullthe Japs blew up the two eastern 
yates of the Tartar city and entered. 

“In the pseantime the Americans and 
British had entered the Chinese city by 
the Tung Pien gate. 

‘Detachments of each force were sent 
towards the legations. The parities met 
near the legation and opened “communt- 
cation. All the ministers and their staffs 
were fonnd safe, The losses of allies 
have not been ascertained.
